The motives which actuated Mussrs, Panne 
Ham and Kout appear to have heen straight- 
forward and legitimate, The sourar had 
heen applied to obtain the timber whith 
had been plundered from the wreck of the 
Loch Lamer, from the villagers, and after some 
negociation it had been agreed that they 
should give it up on receipt of one-third of 
ils-value.

One of two things, however, would appear in 
all tikelihood to have happened; either that 
the villagers, finding the first terms assented 
to, bad increased their demands, or that’ they 
tnistrusted tho bond fides of the foreigners, and 
having previously arranged to offer resistanva, 
should an attempt be made to deprive them 
oftheir plunder, set upon them so soon as 
they thought that was the case. 

No doubt it will be contended that it was 
imprudent of the gentlemen attackad to go 
to the village, and that they should have left 
the matter entirely in the hahda of the 
authorities.

seldom any chaneé. No individual takes the 
responsibility of killing’ him, bub-they give 
in succession such blows a8 coming together 
surely produce that result. Then comes 
tho investigation, and the Mandarin discovare 
that there was a rising; that in consequence 
of the rising some people got killed, that aotn 
people were responsible, and must be fined or 

, egraded for not keeping order; bat ag it: 
cannot be discovered who ki'led whom, every- 
body gets off with a fine te the local official, 
and he in bia turn gets clear of the affair by. 

Such-is the com- 
mon history of these affairs in Chins, and it 
must be obvious that it is very difficult to 
deal’ with them.
